Liice  almost  everyone  else  here,  I*m  toiir- 
ing  Germany.  VJe*re  going  so  fast  it*s 
like  one  of  those  4-hour  conducted  tours 
of  Washington  on  which  you  see  so  much 
you  can  remember  nothing.  The  most  vivid 
impression  is  one  of  beaten,  crumbled  and 
burned  out  cities,  destroyed  to  an  extent 
incompreliensible  to  one  who  has-  not  seen 
them.  After  seeing  London,  Liveipool, 
Birmingham,  Southampton,  and  other 
English  cities  there-*  s a lot  of  satis- 
faction in  seeing  this. 

We  are  living  quite  comfortably  by 
requisitioning  German  homes  and  office 
buildings  for  our  brief  stopovers.  Of 
course,  the  Germans  don’t  like  being 
moved  out , and  insist  they  are  ”nicht 
ITazi’*  and  they  have  cousins  - in  St.  Louis. 
In  fact,  it  begins  to  look  as  tho  there 
just  never  were  any  ITazis  at  all.  As 
one  of  my  non-coms  finally  remarked  in 
disgust,  ’'T^/hen  we  comer  Hitler,  ho  i/ill 
probably  hold  up  his  hands,  say  *nicht 
Hazi*  and  try  to  tell  us  about  his 
nephei-r  in  3roold.yn.”  Thanks  again  for 
the  swell  package,  end  I hope  next 
Christmas  1*11  be  back  in  the  office  to 
help  pull  corks  and  pour.

We  hWe 
all  been  very  busy  moving  around,  getting 
our  affairs  set  up  etc.,  which  accounts 
for  my  not  having  i^ritten  before  this.

One  was  among  the  many  letters 
that ‘Were  aimiting  me  over  here  when  we 
arrived.  How  about  someone  else  writing, 
and,  Andy  and  Hay  repeating.  So  long  for 
now.

Have  landed  other 
loads  but  out  first  combat  beach  was 
l\%x>  Jima.  We  were  on  and  off  the 
beaches  for  eight  days  starting  with 
Bfl.  Besides  some  miscellaneous  shoot- 
ing, there  vere  two  deyli^t  plane 
attacks  directly  on  o\ir  group  of  ships. 
Seven  Jap  planes  were  splashed  and  we 
have  a claim  in  for  three -but  two- other 
LSTs  also  were  firing  so  do  not  know  hox^r 
the  credit  will  be  av/arded  officially. 

We 'have  the  paint  all  ready  to  put  some 
Jap  flags  on  the  bridge  as  soon  as^we 
hear. 

We  eased  up  on  Okinawa  Easter  morning 
and  launched  the  5th  and  6th  waves  to 
go  ashore.  The  landing  v/as  easy  and 
for  our  oim  part  there  was  less  excite- 
ment than  at  Iwo.  Th^  kept  the  planes 
pretty  well  off  of  us  and  of  the  few 
that  showed  only  two  looked  close  enough 
for  us  to  open  fire  but  it  was  some 
other  ships  that  got  th^. . • .All  best 
regards.
